The Bishop’s Page 


Here I am on the train bound for the 
Atlantic Coast on a number of errands. 
They are chiefly ecclesiastical—a paper at 
the Conference of Libere! Evangelicals in Philadel- 
phia, a meeting in New York of our special Commis- 
sion on Unity with the Presbyterians, Methodists and 
Lutherans (a most significant gathering, we hope) 
and another of the Standing Liturgical Commission 
of the Church in Boston. There will be also a good 
many fragments of business, partly preparatory to 
General Convention, done better by personal inter- 
views than by correspondence. But I was fortunate to 
have these matters come in June, for it enabled me 
to attend two interesting reunions—the fortieth of my 
class at Theological School in Cambridge and _ the 
forty-fifth of my class at Yale. It will be a full three 
weeks but if all goes well I shall be home for the

Reports of the Whitsunday 
offering were still meager 
when I left; but it seemed 
more than evident that we would not reach the de- 
sired $12,000. If we do not we must turn to the new 
‘“Everyman’s Offering,” the movement of the laymen 
started in Southern Ohio, primarily to meet the Na- 
tional Council emergency, but I believe with the hope 
of continuing from triennium to triennium to raise a 
great sum to be presented like the United Thank Of- 
fering at General Convention. It is, of course, absurd 
io say that we have not the money. We have it. We 
can give it if we will, even without any real sacri- 
fice. We certainly can give it if we are willing to sac- 
rifice a little. 

All this has been brought very vividly to my mind 
as I have crossed these great missionary areas. First 
came Nevada, where Bishop Jenkins has his mission- 
aries scattered over a vast area, bringing cheer and 
guidance to the ranchers and the people in the little 
towns. Then Utah, where the mission of the Church 
is different in emphasis. Bishop Moulton follows his 
distinguished predecessors, if I understand aright, in 
thinking of our work in that Mormon territory as 
the bringing of light rather than the winning of 
proselytes. And as I write we are running through 
the plains of Western Nebraska, stretching illimitably 
to the horizon, parched and dry as they ought not to 
be at this time, on account of the droughts and the 
heat. This is Bishop Beecher’s territory, blizzard-

ridden in winter, windy, almost treeless—what a 
work of devotion it all is, to journey over these 

lains, winter and summer, or to live in these small, 
isolated villages, all to help make Christ a reality to 
the people who live here. The missionaries are doing 
their part. Shall we do ours? 


Remember that vacation is not just 
to have fun. It should be recrea- 
tion. We should come back from it 
fitter in body and mind for our work and our every- 
day routine. But we should also come back from it 
fitter in souls. God is in the mountains and the for- 
ests and on the seashore. If a church is accessible, 
go to church. If it is not, have a quiet time now and 
then every day if possible, surely on Sundays. Read 
vour Bible or your Testament or the Psalms or the 
Prayer Book. Think and pray. Come back fitter in 
soul as well as in mind and body.

The mother parish of the Diocese, the 
oldest parish on the Pacific Coast, has 
lost its rector. The Rev. Dr. Deems is 
going to Minneapolis to become rector of St. Mark’s, 
following a line of distinguished predecessors. We 
can not | mag his decision. It seemed clearly God’s 
surpose for him. But for ourselves we must regret it. 

e has carried Trinity Parish and rebuilt it through 
a period of great change. He led the campaign which 
gave us our Cathedral. He has been the inspiring 
leader of the San Francisco Community Chest Church 
Co-operation Committee. He has been Dean of the 
Asilomar Conference. He has kept his close interest 
in the Seamen’s Institute for which he first came to 
California. He has served the Diocese and city in a 
bewildering number of ways with power. He has 
been the unofficial leader of the Oxford Groups. In a 
thousand ways we shall miss him and his family.

In April 216 persons subscribed $12,671 to the 
Alexander Allen Memorial Organ Fund. The organ, 
which will cost approximately $15,000 plus installa- 
tion expenses and interest, has been ordered from the 
Austin Organ Company, Hartford, and will be in- 
stalled in the church this fall.

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National Conference on Social Work 


“The doctors of a sick civilization.” In these words 
William Hodson, who is doing a big job in New York 
and who is the president this year of the National 
Conference of Social Work, characterized the social 
workers of today. And the best of it is that at Kansas 
City, from May 20 to 26, the world recognized that 
social workers are not just peculiar people doing 
some part in the rehabilitation of a workl out of 
jomt but that these sturdy experts are the real doc- 
tors of a sick civilization. re were no pitying 
smiles from self-satisfied “busy-ness” men. re was 
eager attention on the part of frightened people who 
have acted instead of thought during the senseless 
years that led us into the abyss. The Columbia Broad- 
casting Company begged permission to make a na- 
tional hookup for Rex Tugwell’s address and that of 
Msgr. Keegan at the final luncheon. This never hap- 
pened before. The Paramount News man was there 
at Kansas City all week and not even the Chicago 
stockyards fire pushed the conference off the front 


page. 

Most of the delegates seemed to be satisfied to 
work with the National Recovery Administration. 
Washington has entirely accepted the idea that so- 
cial workers are running the Government. There is 
sreat admiration for President Roosevelt and a belief 
in his sincerity. The trial and error method which 
the ultra-conservatives condemn, although sincerely, 
is looked upon by the social expert as entirely scien- 
tific and not to be outlawed. There was one out- 
standing figure at the conference, Mary Van Kleeck, 
who bravely stood against the general approval of 
the National Recovery Administration. She stood like 
some new Joan of Arc and warned her audience that 
the worker was not in reality getting a square deal, 
that industrial powers in reality were controlling the 
present administration and that there was no real ob- 
servance of the principle of collective bargaining, 
without which there could be no true equality for the 
workers. Is our country going Facist or Communist? 
was constantly asked. Professor Lindeman of the 
New York School for Social Work thinks never Com- 
munist but possibly Facist, and with more terrible re- 
sults than in any other country. There are smoulder- 
ing antagonisms, race hatreds, religious suspicion, 
gangsters and racketeers—a tendency to quick vio- 
lence that would make for a terrible condition unless 
we can stop it. The futility of “wishful waiting” was 
repeatedly emphasized and every social worker was 
exhorted to keep marching along, to keep thinking 
and acting so as to help to bring economic security 
to every man and woman of America. Harry Hop- 
kins reminded us that for the next twenty years we 
shall be taking care of those who have lost all in this 
present crisis but that we must plan co-operatively 
to bring about this necessary security. 

There must also be some sort of redistribution of 
wealth, both by taxes and by higher wages. The bet- 
ter way would be by peaceful legal methods. This de- 
pends on the flexibility of the minds of the ultra- 
conservatives. If they are willing to play the game, 
the solution will be easier. The other method is the 
strike, with more and more thorough threats. They 
have already begun. Men have been killed. We seem 
to face the beginning of troublous times. 

Under the leadership of Rankin Barnes the Church 
Conference of Social Work was especially good. The 
part the Church can play in leisure time activities, the 
work among the negroes, the part that youth can 
play in planning a new civilization and finally the 
Church’s part in social reconstruction was ably dis- 
cussed by Spencer Miller. We have our special part. 
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“Three things we must be prepared to do as church- 
men, said Rankin Barnes, in his sermon at Grace- 
Trinity Pro Cathedral on Whitsunday, in Kansas 
City. First, we must be th acknowledge that 
a new order must be built. followers of Jesus 
Christ, who preached the principles of the fatherhood 
of God and the brotherhood of man, can not refuse 
to correct the evils of our present society. Second, we 
must be willing to share with our fellow men, in 
order to correct the inequalities that have brought 
about privation in the midst of plenty. Third, we 
must give a closer and more careful study to our 
Lord’s teaching about brotherhood and realize it in 
our own lives. 

Social work has taken the principles of Jesus our 
Master and is seeking to apply them earnestly and 
with infinite sacrifice in the solution of those prob- 
lems with which their workers deal. Can we do less 
than follow them with a more thorough understand- 
ing of the kingdom that our Master planned? Can we, 
as churchmen, close our eyes to conditions as thev 
are? Can we refuse in our own lives to show forth 
true love to all our fellow men of every class, of 
every race and relation?

The Nightingale serv- 
ice for nurses on the evening of May 20, when over a 
thousand nurses in uniform were in attendance; the 
memorial service for the Canadian Legion and affili- 
ated organizations and the inaugural recital by Mr. J. 
Sidney Lewis on the Cathedral organ on June 3. 


Ely Cathedral’s Robin 


(Apropos of the presence in our own Cathedral of a 

group of feathered choristers the following article, 

which appeared in January in the Ely (England) 
“Standard,” will be of interest to our readers.) 


While aha & quantity of old books and periodi- 
cals which she has in her possession, Mrs. Robert 
Smith of 90 Fieldside, Ely, discovered in one of them 
a charming poem to the robin which made its home 
in Ely Cathedral over thirty years ago. 

The poem was written by the then Dean of Ely, the 
Very Rev. Dr. Charles William Stubbs, who, in 1894, 
succeeded the Very Rev. Dr. Charles Merivale as Dean 
of Ely.

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Adult Religious Education Survey 


This report summarizes the data reieived from 
questionnaires personally taken to the rectors. The 
survey covers the Cathedral and five parishes, each 
of which has over 500 communicants, 16 parishes 
and missions ranging between 200 and 500 each and 
19 parishes and missions with less than 200 each. 
The aim of the survey has been two-fold, to present 
a picture of parish life existing in the Diocese and to 
gather material which may be of help in future de- 
velopment. 


Section One—The Cemmunity and the Church 


Twenty-one projects are listed and the Church's 
contribution to civic betterment, through co-operation 
with the community, either as parishes or as in- 
dividuals, is shown in the following table:

The co-operative mean of the Church with the 
community on all projects listed is 35 per cent. This 
result was obtained by dividing the number of pro- 
jects in which the Church co-operates with the com- 
munity by the number of projects existing In the 
Section Two—The Parish 

Women’s organizations, giving opportunities for 
enlarging experiences, include a Women’s Service 
League, a Luncheon League, Auxiliaries (A, B, C 
and three evening groups), Guilds and the Daughters 
of the King. One or more of these organizations eX- 
ist in every parish. Eight parishes report men’s clubs. 
One parish has a club with a membership of both 
men and women. 

In two parishes the educational work is carried on 
under the auspices of an _ educational secretary. 
Teacher training classes and young yple’s groups 
are strong factors in educational work. Twelve par- 
ishes report the vestry an educational agency, the 
members of the vestry in two cases making calls 
when the purpose is not financial. oat 

The importance of the library as a factor in en- 
abling persons to grow in knowledge and moral and 
spiritual power is brought out in the fact that there 
are sixteen parish libraries. Many parishes print and 
distribute book lists. Two of the four convocation 
libraries report sustained interest and increased cir- 
culation of books; in the other two the number of 
books circulating remains about the same. In two 
parishes interest in the libraries has been greatly 
stimulated by the forming of book review groups. In 
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some places the rectors loan thier books and mention 
in their sermons those to be read. 

Four committees on General Church Program, two 
Oxford groups, three prayer groups, one faith-heal- 
ing group and an acolyte’s guild are reported. 

Section Three—Worship 

Music plays a large part in nearly all parishes and 
is distinctly considered a power and an inspiration. 
One parish emphasizes anthems and chants, one re- 
ports three choirs—boys, junior girls and adult men 
and women all uniting in choral service. 

In planning worship for the various groups, one 
rector has the Young People’s Fellowship suggest the 
theme for the evening service. Another rector plans 
services for special groups to which outsiders are in- 
vited. With the Daughters of the King worship is a 
real personal experience, since they plan their own 
devotions. 

There is wide and varied response to the question, 
“What is the educational plan behind the program 
of the rector’s sermons?” That most generally fol- 
lowed is the Church Year. Some rectors stress per- 
sonal religion; one follows community needs and one 
the questions of the day. Two rectors in their eve- 


ning services give consecutive talks on the Bible and, 
on Church history.

Nearly every parish has classes in personal re- 
ligion. The auxiliaries and guilds study special topics 
during Lent.. There are no special committees re- 
ported for the general supervision of religious edu- 


cation. 
Section Five—Service 


It is the consensus of opinion that all Church ac- 
livities are educational inasmuch as they develop cre- 
ative personality, thus forming a background for the 
law of service under which individuals are not so 
concerned about what they shall get as about what 
they shall give, and religious education is the gate- 


way to service. 
Section Four—Social 


The Church’s responsibility for helping to improve 
the social and recreational life of the community is 
realized in a great measure by the motivation of work 
with adult groups that will further the work with 
young people and children. Constructive activities re- 
ported are parent and children’s meetings, parish 
parties and receptions, parish dinners open to the 
people of the community, meetings for economic dis- 
cussions, illustrated lectures, forming of orchestras, 
presentation of plays, use of the parish hall by a 
Little Theatre group, dramatic readings, co-operation 
with the Red Cross, the Legion and Service clubs, 
having Sundays for Masons, the Legion of the Grand 
Army and Good Friday union services. 
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A Young People’s Fellowship sponsors ten children 
suggested by the Community Chest. One parish re- 
ports a paid social worker who spends one day at the 
relief home. 

That social and recreational activities develop un- 
derstanding and fellowship with persons of differing 
racial groups has been demonstrated in some par- 
ishes by using the parish house for meetings where 
the members of different races are made to feel at 
home. This includes dances for young people as well 
as gatherings for older groups. Many parishes report 
addresses by those of other races. One city church 
shares its chapel with an Assyrian congregation. 

Realizing the degradation of idleness and also that 
there is a relationship between adult education and 
recreation, the rectors of four parishes report that 
they are giving serious thought to find ways to meet 
the problem of co-ordinating the adults’ “new leisure” 
and the life of the Church.

A dinner commemorating the founding of the 
Choir Guild was given by the members for them- 
selves and friends on the evening of May 10. There 
were about forty-five present. Mrs. Brower, chairman 
of the social committee, arranged the dinner and 
alph Thomson the program. The rector presided. 
The senior warden and Mrs. Agnew also were pres- 
ent. Mr. Agnew brought the greetings and apprecia- 
tion of the parish for the splendid work of the choir 
during the past year. Several musical numbers and 
skits were put on by the choir. The officers elected 
for the ensuing year are: Mrs. W. G. Bedford, presi- 
dent; Ralph Thomson, vice-president; Mrs. Horace 
Patterson, secretary; Russell Gibbs, treasurer; Mrs. 
Harlowe, choir mother in charge of vesting; Mrs. 
Kemp, choir mother in charge of vestments. The 
morale of the choir is splendid, as reflected by the 
speeches of the evening.
